The purpose of the improvement in 
pulp screens herewith illustrated is to pro- 

le for guiding the diaphragm in its move- 
ments, and for communicating such move- 
ments in such a way that all portions of the 
liaphragm will be acted upon alike. 

Figure 1 is a cross section illustrating the 
improvement. Fig. 2 is a section of the 
diaphragm, and elevation of the motor bars 
and the actuating shaft. 

The strainer plates N are supported by 
cross bars M within the frame L, which is 


that the parts will run noiselessly and the 
movement given to the diaphragm will be 
uniform. 

As an additional precaution for insuring 
uniformity in the movement of the diaphragm 
and to lessen the risk of bending or spring- 
ing, guide rods, S, are attached tothe under 
side of the diaphragm and project down- 
wardly through the guide sockets R, upon 


preferably rectangular and contains devices 
for clearing the knots and lumps from above 
the strainer plates N in any usual manner. 
The rectangular trough A is adapted to re- 
ceive upon its upper edges the lower edges 
of the frame L, and from this rectangular 
trough A a pipe leads to the discharge 
trough A’ of ordinary construction. The 
diaphragm G is connected at its edges by 
the flexible strips 3 to the inner edges of the 
rectangular trough A, and the trough A 1s 
supported upon suitable frames or legs B 
with cross pieces C, and the driving shaft E 
is supported in bearings upon the cross 
pieces C and rotated by competent power. 
The improvement relates especially to the 
devices for giving motion from the driving 
shaft E to the diaphragm G. The motor 
bars H H are preferably Y shaped, and their 
upper ends are connected to the flanges 4 
on the under side of the diaphragm G, and 
their lower ends are screw threaded for the 
nuts 5, and these screw threaded lower ends 
pass through the cross spring I, which is 
preferably made similar toa carriage spring 
with two or more leaves, so as to obtain the 
necessary flexibility without risk of the 
spring breaking, and at the outer ends the 
cross springs I are connected to the adjust- 
ing boxes K, and upon the longitudinal 
frame pieces D, between the legs B, there 
are projections or ears 6, receiving through 
them the pivot bolts 7, which pass through 
the blocks 8, within the horizontal mortises 
of the adjusting boxes K, screws 9 and 10 
passing through these boxes above and 
below the blocks 8, and the outer ends of 
the springs I being received upon the 
flanges 11 of the adjusting boxes K and 
bolted thereto. 
The motor bars H H' being Y shaped and 
connected at their upper ends to the dia- 
phragm G and at their lower ends passing 
through and connected to the spring I, the 
diaphragm is compelled to move parallel as 
it is raised and lowered, because the spring 
! being a plate and in a horizontal position 
can only be sprung up and down, and the 
lower ends of the Y shaped motor bars H H’ 
are guided thereby and the upper ends of 
such motor bars rise and fall with uniform- 
ity; and by the adjustments of the nuts 5 
and the screws 9 and 10 the spring I can be 
made to take more or less weight of the 
diaphragm, the material upon it and the 
parts connected with it; and the adjustment 
should be such that the weight is sustained 
With the diaphragm in its normal or inter- 
mediate position, so that it may be raised 
above or moved below that position with 
the exercise of little power; and as the 
motion is given to the diaphragm and the 
Spring I yields the adjusting boxes K rock 
more or less upon the pivot bolts 7, and in 
this manner perfect uniformity in the move- 
ment of all parts of the diaphragm is insured, 
whenever the centre of the spring lis raised 
or lowered. 
In order to give motion to this spring any 
' litable means may be employed, such for 
instance asa cam acting directly upon it, 
but a connecting rod O from the eccentric 
P upon the driving shaft E is preferred, this 
eccentric P being preferably formed in two

Notes on Indicators.

Alkalimetry and the analysis of sul- 
phite liquors are, or should be subjects pre- 
senting no little interest to those in the 
trade who try to work logically and without 
waste or unnecessary expense. In the man- 
ufacture of rag and straw stock, as well as 
in that of sodawood fibre, the determination 


ing the more or less healthy appearance of 
the profit and loss account, particularly 
with the present low prices of paper, while 
the analysis of fresh and waste sulphite 
liquors systematically carried out is certainly 
the only way of insuring regular cooks and 
a reasonable consumption of sulphur and 
bleach proportionate to the value of the pulp 
produced. 

As to indicators for alkalimetry many 
stick to the old litmus solution, while others 
swear by methyl orange, and others again 
by phenolphthalein. Confining ourselves 
for the present to alkalimetry, attention is 
called to some recent investigations on the 
respective merits of methyl orange and 
phenolphthalein in making the tests most 
frequently called for in paper mill work. 
Litmus solution if so prepared as to be 
sensitive and used strictly lege artis is by 
no means to be despised ; but for rapid work 
the two indicators above mentioned seem 
to find the most friends. In a paper pub- 
lished a few weeks ago M. B. Breed makes 
some valuable suggestions as to precautions 
in the use of indicators, which have hardly 
been touched on in the rather voluminous 
literature on the subject. In standardizing 
a solution of hydrochloric acid with a nor- 
mal solution of caustic potash it was noticed 
that 20 cubic centimetres of the acid con- 
sumed, as an average of several tests, 
19.448 of the normal alkali when methyl 
orange was the indicator used, while with 
methyl orange the same quantity of acid re- 
quired as much as 19.765 cubic centimetres 
of the same alkali. 

A difference of .322 cubic centimetres of 
normal alkali on only 20 of acid is capable 
of introducing a serious error, and the mat- 
ter was therefore carefully investigated 
without any explanation being reached be-

using methyl orange in the cold the titra- 
tions remained pretty constant and differed 
only about 0.025 c. c., a quantity in which 
personal error of observation would no 
doubt play a large part. 

On prolonged boiling of the solution and 
use of phenolphthalein the discrepancy dis- 
appeared, and it was found that the amount 
of alkali used then was almost exactly equal 
to that required with methyl orange in the 
cold. However, the titrations never took 
less than an hour, owing to the prolonged 
boiling required, and so this method of test- 
ing became almost as tedious as the gravi- 
metric. The explanation is simple and 
quite interesting. Acid potassium carbon- 
ate, which is formed in the solution during 
titration is neutral to phenolphthalein and 
alkaline to methyl orange; hence it takes 
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more of the solution to affect the phenol- 
phthalein than the methyl orange because 
part of the alkali has been made neutral to 
phenolphthalein during the operation. The 
following conclusion by M. B. Breed ought 
to be firmly impressed on the mind of any- 
one using volumetric methods. Phenol- 
phthalein ought never to be used as an indi- 
cator without prolonged boiling, if there is 
any carbon dioxide present at all. Methyl 
orange not being affected by carbon dioxide, 
and showing a sharp reaction if in dilute 
solution, and the pure coloring matter being 
used, is preferable in almost every case. 
Now for a few notes on the above state- 
ments of M. B. Breed. 

Some persons find the color change with 
phenolphthalein so striking and grateful to 
their eye that they are unwilling to use any 
other indicator. To such persons it may be 
remarked that standard solutions of caustic 
alkalies quickly prepared may be kept prac- 
tically free from absorbed carbon dioxide 
by covering the fluid with a layer of well 
washed mineral oil, and drawing off the 
quantities required for filling burettes, &c., 
from the bottom of the bottle with a rubber 
tube and stopcock. 

Now as to boiling. If the solution to be 
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tested is boiled in a large flask with a small 
glass funnel in the neck to avoid spirting, 
it may be left a long time without attention 
while other work is being done, and so the 
tedium of the operation may be much re- 
It should, however, be borne in 
mind that boiling as long as an hour ina 
glass vessel quite a little alkali may be re- 
moved from the glass, especially if the ves- 
sel is new. Careful research has shown that 


and that even the best Bohemian glass is | 





liable to give up alkali in appreciable quan- | 
tity to a solution boiled in it for a long time. 
It is maintained by some that methyl 
orange is far less delicate than phenol- 
phthalein, and in his excellent monograph 
on indicators (a copy of which every chemist 
should possess) R. T. Thomson states that 
methyl orange is only one-fifth as delicate | 
as the other indicator. On the other hand, 
J. Wieland asserts that in a case which 


| paratus for catching the iron particles which 
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to reach across the sand settler where it was 
desired that the magnets should be located. 
There were sixteen of the magnets, each 
having coils about 3 inches in diameter. 
Leaving 1 inch between them, the sixteen 
magnets would occupy a space of 64 inches, 
or 5 feet 4 inches. This distance was 
greater than the width of the sand settler, 
but that made no difference. The iron bars 
were simply laid in an oblique direction, so 
that they reached from one side of the box 
to the other. The cores of the electro-mag- 
nets were seven-eighths of an inch in diam- 
eter and holes were drilled in the bars just 
large enough to receive the ends of the 
the cores. The latter were put into the 
holes. Then the wires from each coil of 
the various electro-magnets were so con- 
nected up that the electricity had to pass 
through all of the coils one after another. 
This left one wire at the first, an# also one 
at the last electro-magnet which were not 
connected up. To these wire connections 
were made to the double wire used in con- 
necting a lamp to the mains. A plug was 
in turn connected to the double wire, so 
that it could be put into a lamp socket in 
place of a lamp, and the current turned on 
or off by the socket key the same as if a 
lamp was being used instead of an electro 
magnet. 


came under his notice it took from three to 
four times as much centinormal solution to 
bring about the change of color with phenol- 
phthalein as with methyl orange. ‘The true 
explanation of this apparently incredible 
difference of observation has probably been 
correctly given by Haines, who states that 
itis quite difficult to obtain pure, genuine 
methyl orange. It should be remembered 
| that the wildest kind of confusion exists in 
the naming of organic compounds which are 
capable of being used in industry, ¢. g., in 
dyeing, color mixing, paper staining, &c. 

This confusion is carefully increased and 
fostered by dealers in dyestuffs for very 
obvious reasons. The methyl orange which 
should be used for volumetric purposes is 
helianthin, to give it its correct scientific 
name. There are several similar colors in 
the market which are not helianthin, and 
one of the above named observers probably 
got hold of either the wrong color (possibly 
sold by mistake) or perhaps of a mixture of 
| helianthin with another color or colors. 
| The genuine article is orange yellow and 
| not orange red, as stated erroneously by 
A. H. Allen in his treatise on volumetric 
analysis. It can be identified byits delicate 
reactions when in dilute solutions either 
cold or warmed to about 30° centigrade. 
To detect any mixing with other colors dis- 
solve some of the suspected article in a 
mixture of alcohol and water and drop sev- 
eral drops quickly on the same place ona 
piece of stout white blotting of good ab- 
sorbent properties. If rings of different 
shades are formed the orange should be re- 
jected as useless for volumetric analysis. 

In 1891 Dr. Lunge, of Zurich, described 
a method for the volumetric determination 
of alumnia by using both indicators and 
calculating the result from the difference in 
titration numbers. The solution of alumnia 
(e.g., of sodium aluminate) must be dilute 
and warmed to 30° or 40° centigrade. Other 
observers claim that the presence of even as 
little as two-thousandths of one grain of 
alumnia will demoralize the reactions under 
which the two indicators in question change 
their color. There is also another indicator 
called phenacetolin. This is said by some 
chemists to be better for many purposes 
than either of the above named. It should 
be dissolved in alcohol and not filtered. The 
solution ought to be quite hot. 

Tosum up there seems to be every reason 
to have confidence in methyl orange as an 
indicator, provided it is really helianthin 
and is used in small enough quantity and 
no reason to fear that it is not sensitive 
enough, whereas the behavior of phenol- 
phthalein with even traces of carbon diox- 
ide makes its use undesirable where time is 
an object. On the other hand in the spe- 
cial case of testing sulphite liquors it will 
be found simply invaluable, but it must be 
used in minute quantity and the solution of 
the indicator is best kept in the dark and oc- 





To have this work well a certain number 
of magnets should have been used so 
as to bring the total resistance up to 
the ordinary resistance of the lamp dis- 
placed, which is not far from 360 ohms, 
while the lamp was hot. Not knowing the 
exact resistance of one of the electro-mag- 
nets, Tramp was unable to ascertain the 
joint resistance, which would be sixteen 
times the resistance of a single electro-mag- 
net. Not caring to risk burning out a fuse, 
Tramp connected a lamp into the circuit in 
series with the magnets, when he started 
the current through them.’ The lamp did 
not get up to full candle power. It merely 
showed red, telling that the resistance of 
the magnets was considerable. 

Two lamps were connected up side by side, 
one side of both lamps to one of the dynamo 
loads, the other side of both lamps to 
one of the free wires leading to the magnet 
Thus two lamps were connected in 
‘* parallel” with each other, and they in turn 
were put in ‘‘ series” with the electro-mag- 
nets. When the current was turned on both 
lamps burned brightly, showing that the re- 
sistance of the coils was about the same as 
that of a single lamp. This point having 
been determined, the electro-magnets were 
switched into the dynamo circuit by them- 
selves, by putting the plug into a convenient 
lamp socket, without the least fear that their 
combined resistance was so small that it 
would let current enough pass to blow out 
a fuse.

PAPER COVERING FOR PULLEYS. 


a New York flour mill 
covering 


A foreman in 
recently invented a process for 
pulleys with paper, glue and varnish in 
such way that beneficial results follow 
The writer has examined the invention, and 
as it is evidently interesting for mill men, 
the following description is given. Any 
kind of apulley can be covered. The accom- 
panying drawing shows a common iron 
pulley. 





The letter A represents the pulley proper, 
B the patent covering, and C the leather 
belt. When the writer arrived at the mill, 
in which the inventor of the new pulley cov- 
ering is employed, he was shown several 
large pulleys running successfully with this 
covering. The foreman invited me into a 
private room and explained the method of 
applying the paper cover. He said that no 
patent had as yet been obtained to protect 


the process, but he had filed a caveat. To| 
put on the covering, a quantity of brown | 
paper, glue and varnish is needed. The | 


object of the covering is to substitute paper 
for leather. First, the face of the pulley to 
be covered is thoroughly cleaned of dirt, 
rust and foreign matter ; then with a brush 
the surface is well covered with glue; a 
layer of paper is put on next and smoothed 
with the hands. Then there is another ap- 
plication of glue and more paper. Five layers 
of paper, with glue between each layer, are 
put on, and the edges are trimmed off even- 
ly with the rim of the pulley. The whole 
thing is allowed to dry over night, when a 
coating of varnish is given to the outside 
layer of paper. Two days and two nights 
more are heeded for the whole to dry. This 
is all there is to it. The pulley is then 
ready for use.

Imports of rags at the port of New |

‘gated 31,631 bales, as against 7,788 bales 
in the corresponding month last year. 
On the supposition that cholera might 
become prevalent this summer and that 
there would be a prohibition by the 
Government as to the admission of rags 
here, stocks have been crowded for- 
ward. This undoubtedly explains the 
noticeable increase. The export of such 
large stocks has, we understand, 
caused a corresponding scarcity on the 
Continent and prices there are firmer 
and higher.

I have taken particular notice 
of the paper which I have seen since being in 
New York for the past few days, and I am 
sure that we can make much better paper 
than the most of it, and in fact equal any 
that I have seen. With the increased facili- 
ties which we enjoy and the addition of new 
machinery made during the past year we 
can turn out a much better paper than be- 
fore. We have looked over the whole situ- 
ation very carefully, have visited ,the men 
engaged in the trade, and know what is go- 
ing on; and we are satisfied with the out- 
look in every way. We do not mean to say 
that we can compete in the manufacture of 
paper with those who, as you might say, 
grow their wood and can stand and see a 
tree run in at one end of a mill and come 
out paper at the other, but with those who 
have to come to the market and buy their 
| jute butts and bagging, to import the raw 








| material to the mills and convert it into 
paper, we can uphold ourend. Our facilities 
will enable us todo this—our nearness to the 
market, and means of transportation, and 
our enlarged plant, equipped with more, 
better and new machinery. If we had the 
benefit of a few hundred acres of spruce, fir 
or even pine, which we could grind up into 
pulp, so that we could use a material com- 
posed of 40 per cent. wood pulp and the rest 
of sulphite, the same as those who have a 
forest of timber to go to, we could compete 
| with them in every direction, but it would 
be useless to try to do that now. We have 
everything in as good shape as it can be,

A Receiver Appointed. 





The United Paper Company which was 
incorporated under the laws of New Jersey 
last August with a capital stock of $3,000,- | 
000 and which has its headquarters in the 
Times building, this city, is in trouble. It 
has been exceedingly slow pay for some 
time, has allowed small accounts to run 
both here and at its mills, until patience 
seemed to cease to be a virtue. On 
Tuesday morning G. Rau sued out an} 
attachment against the company for $645, 
and the sheriff took possession of its offices. 
The attachment was released yesterday 
afternoon. On Monday Vice-Chancellor Van | 
Fleet, of New Jersey, appointed Frederick 
K. Day temporary receiver. The company 
was organized to carry on the manufacture | 
of paper, its lines being the various grades | 
and specialties of tissue. It purchased the | 
mills of the National Paper Manufacturing | 
Company at Paterson and Bloomfield ; Ohio | 
Valley Paper Company, Middletown ; Oswe- | 
go River Paper Mills, Phoenix, N. Y.; J. C. | 
Kenyon, Baldwinsville, N. Y.; A. J. Smart, | 
Averill Park, N. Y.; Phoenix Paper Manufac- 
turing Company, and the Phoenix Paper 
Mills, Phoenix, N. Y.; Franklin T. Ray, 
Fayetteville, N. Y.; Greenwich Paper 
Company, Greenwich, N. Y.; Palmer & 
Johnston, Sidney, N. Y., and Seneca Falls 
Paper Company, Seneca Falls, N. Y., and 
is said to have paid for them entirely 
in stock, For the last two or three 
months the company has been hard pressed 
for money, and finally an assessment on 
stockholders was ordered.

Manufacture of Chemical Fibre. 





A new process for manufacturing 
| wood fibre consists in subjecting the wood 
to the action of a solution which may be 
described as an alkaline solution of a nitrate 
consisting of a caustic alkali. preferably car- 
bonated ash and lime, or caustic soda, nitric 
acid, and water. The preferred proportion 
| of these ingredients is in a solution having 
| a strength of 7° Baumé, one fluid ounce of 

acid to 150 fluid ounces of the alkaline solu- 
tion. This solution, it will be observed, is 
much lower in density than the caustic 
alkaline solution heretofore ordinarily em- 
ployed. The acid may be used in greater 
or less proportion than above stated, but it 
is stated that the proportion of 150 to 1 
will give the best result with the wood 
stock. 
| The chips and solution having been placed 
|in the digester, are submitted to steam 
pressure and heat until the reduction of the 
material to cellulose is completed. The 
pressure and temperature employed may 
vary considerably in practice, but the higher 
they are the more rapid will be the disin- 
| tegration. With a pressure of 190 to 200 
pounds and corresponding temperature, 
spruce chips are said to have been reduced 
| to pure cellulose in one hour ; but the same 
| operation might be performed, although not 
| so rapidly, with lower pressure and tem- 
perature. Straw may be successfully treated 
in a solution of lower density, say 2° Baumé, 
and with a smaller proportion of acid, say 
| 1 to 800, and it may be thoroughly reduced 
in four hours’ time under 65 pounds press- 
ure, but more rapidly under a higher press- 
ure and temperature. After the pulp has 
been thoroughly digested and reduced, i 
may be washed and bleached in any well 
known manner. The chloride of lime pro- 
cess now commonly employed is preferred 
for bleaching, as the pulp produced by this 
process is said to bleach very readily, and 
with a relatively small amount of chloride of 
lime.
